They may search till doomsday, hut without euc- 
cess, for the bullet that entered the President's sleeve 
a second after passed into my possession, and is 
still retained by me as a rcl’c, not alone lice nse cf 
its connect on w ith the President, hut principally 
because it very narrowly escaped ent.ring my ho ly, 
which it certainly would have done had its 1 regress 
not been cheekel by a large filter medal, which I 
wore suspended fr. m my neck, and which vi.es pre­ 
sented to me by Rev. Father '/-■ iing, formerly j as­ 
ter of St. Mary's Church in Ibis city. 
On the morning of the 2d of July, being in the 
vicinity cf the DaPimorc and Potomac depot-, an 
iiearing that the President &t.d Cabinet would soon 
he at the depot, I end my friend, Samuel Frazer, 
concluded to stop anti see "the great man of whom 
we had heard so mu li hut hail never before seen.

THE M0EAL INSTRUCTOR'S HOUSE. 


Director Chapman Tells What He 
Knows of the Matter. 


EVIDENCE OF A CONTRACTOR'S FOREMAN. 


The Difference Between the Labor of Con­ 
victs and Free Kea.

P a n Q u e n t in , July 13th.—The filth sea- 
sion of the San Joaquin State Prison Investi­ 
gation Commission opened this morning at 
10:30. Present, Commissioners Mills, Gibbs 
and W att. 
Directors Neff, [Schell, Everson 
and Chapman, and J. J . Owen, of the San 
Jose Mercury, were also in attendance. 
The reading of the minutes of the previous 
day were dispensed with. 
Judge Ames asked that the published state­ 
ment that Mr. Sheppard was a convict be 
corrected. He was not, but wag employed as 
a gaefitter and plumber. 


STATE PRISON DIRECTOR CHAPMAN 
Was the first witness called, and testified : 
Am one of the Prison Directors ; know of no 
order passed by the Board to build a home 
for the Moral Instructor. 
Mr. Owen here read a paper from Governor 
Perkins to Mr. Cummings, the Moral In­ 
structor, in which the Governor stated that 
he learn; *1 from Director Chapman that the 
Board were goiDg to instruct Judge Ame3 to 
bui’.d a house, but as the statutes did not 
provide for a house for the Moral Instructor, 
it would be necessary for the Instructor to 
pay a rent for it. 
Witnes3—No order or appropriation to 
build a house was made by the Board ; 
there was some conversation on the subject, 
but cot at a businers meeting. 
I mentioned 
what we had said to tha Governor, but as no 
order was passed the Governor probably 
misunderstood what I said ; did not lead tho 
Governor to believe that an order to build 
the house had been passed ; I told him that 
we had informally discussed that] at the 
regular meeting of the Board. 
Some objec­ 
tions were raised in regard to the style of the 
house that it had been proposed to build, and 
the subject was dropped. 
It had been pro­ 
posed to build a bouse in the style of the 
Berkeley College. 
The Governor probably 
thought that the Board would carry out the 
idea we had discussed, and on ti e strength of 
it wrote that letter to Mr. Cummings. The 
letter was written by the Governor before 
knowiug that no definite action had been 
taken in the matter. 


A CONTRACTOR’S FOREMAN. 
E. A. Falby was the next witness called, 
and testified : I am employed by Armes & 
Dallam, wood and willow-ware manufactur­ 
ers ; have been here in that capacity three 
years and ten months ; am familiar, as an 
observer, with the prison m atters; thmk the 
front-gate keeper incompetent, and that he 
discharges his duties irregularly ; he frequent­ 
ly loaves the ga‘e open ; the management of ( 
the gate is altogether in his bauds ; the keys 
of the double gate are kept by him ; can’t spec­ 
ify any other irregularities ; know nothing of 
his treatment of officers ; never have seen the 
Warden drink but once, but have seen him 
when I thought him under the influence of 
liquor ; whoa I saw him drink, at the time I 
refer t ■, it was outside the prison lim its; in 
regard to the beef, it was very bad ; when it 
was being cooked I could distinguish tha of­ 
fensive smell in my shop ; my place is at 
least 150 feet from where ths beef was cooked; 
any cruelty to the convicts is from the fore­ 
men ; the convicts are often disposed to be 
insolent; convict Travers was insolent to me ; 
I reported to ths Captain cf the Yard abont 
this man ; saw the same man often ; spoke to 
the officers about a convict I have with mo 
now, who is often insolent and Lzy, 
To Mr. Mills—I reported the case of inso­ 
lence, and he was confined iu the dungeon for 
two days ; he always tried to beat the shop; 
that is, avoid his work ; I knew of a convict 
named Spencer; he was not reported as a 
workman of the State for two days, although 
he was working all the day ; his time wcs 
transferred to another prisoner; Armes *’c 
Dallam paid for the work done by this pris­ 
oner, but the amount was paid to another, 
whose time was nearly out, and be would be 
soon discharged; the discharged prisoner 
would receive the money and not the State ; 
the present discipline of the prison is not so 
good as under the last administration, speak­ 
ing as a foreman ; wo got mere work out of 
the men during the last administration than 
we get out of the present one ; liavc reported 
this to Captain Kagan repeatedly ; have nice 
men under me at the present time ; have had 
one of them three years ; he is a good work­ 
man : had a Chinaman two years and a h a ii; 
ha was a bad worker; under the previous 
administration my complaints were always 
attended to ; from no attention being paid 
to them, the value of the convicts’ labor is 
depreciating. 
To Mr. W att—In the shop there is a tally- 
board ; when the men come they are checked 
off, and the report compared with that of the 
Captain of the Yard, to see that they are all 
there. 
To Mr. Mills—The day’s work is nine 
hours and a quarter ; we pay half a dollar 
for the labor of some, and a dollar for others ; 
convict labor, as compared with free labor, 
depends generally on those who have control 
over the convicts; under any conditions, 
convict labor is less productive than free la­ 
bor : the percentage would be about three to 
five ; the stock represents more than the la­ 
bor ; the Btock would represent about 75 and 
the labor 25 per cent, of the total cost. 
To Mr. Gibbs—The wages of free men, 
using a good many boys, would be about 
SI 25 a day; for convict labor we pay 50 
cents for some and 81 for others; our firm 
allows tobacco to convicts—one plug a 
week ; the general moral condition of the 
prison is, in my opinion and from my obser­ 
vation, fair; have noticed that the men are 
less disposed lately to manifest that vicious­ 
ness I at first noticed ; the labor they are en­ 
gaged in here has a reformatory tendency ; 
they at first ridiculed the efforts of the 
Moral Instructor; at present they do uot— 
at least to the same extent; if the convicts 
were bossed by another convict the result 
would be bad; have heard many of them say 
they would not be bossed by a convict. 
To Mr.W att—Have not seen any gambling 
during the present administration; under 
Governor Low there was plenty of i t ; it was 
done quite cpsnly, and to a very large ex­ 
tent; have seen large sums of money ex­ 
change hands; did not see aDy under Gov­ 
ernor Johnson’s, nor any under this adminis­ 
tration. 
THE PRISON CLERK SWORN. 
J . G. Banks was tex t sworn, but was 
withdrawn before any material testimony 
was elicite l, and W. V. Ellis, clerk of the 
prison, was placed on the stand and interro­ 
gated by Mr, ML’ls in reference to a convict 


by the name of Sheldon, who had incurred a 
bill for whisky at the saloon of one Farrell. 
The amount of the debt had subsequently 
been deducted from money due the convict 
and in the hands of the clerk. The witness 
denied all knowledge of the liquor tinnsac- 
tion. He had received from Eugland a check 
for Sheldon, which Farrell had cashed in his 
presence, deducting therefrom the amount 
due him, but the witness did not know how 
the debt had been incurred. 


THE PROSECUTION RESTS. 
The prosecution here rested its ease, and 
Mr. Owen asked for an expression on the 
part of the Commissioners justify irg him in 
the publications made in the San .Pose 
Merruru concerning 
the 
State 
Prison. 
After consultation the Board announced that 
it deemed it inexpedient to make such an ex­ 
pression of opinion at this stage of the pro­ 
ceedings. Commissioners W att and Gibbs, 
as individual members of the Board, stated 
that they deemed Mr. Ow en’s course perfectly 
justifiable. 
Mr. Mills said it was seldom 
that journals were as careful as Mr. Owens' 
had been, or were in possession of as much 
information upon which to base charge* 
against public institutions. 


SENATOR SEARS TESTIFIES. 
Win. H. Sears, a State Senator, was called 
by the Commission and questioned in refer­ 
ence to his knowledge of a law passed by the 
last Legislature allowing the Prison Directors 
8100 per month for expenses. Witness said 
the object of the law was to define and 
specify the obligations of the State, it being 
more desirable that the people of the State 
should know what they had to pay, rather 
than that it be left undeterminate. He be­ 
lieved he was the author of the bilL No in­ 
fluence had been brought to bear on him by 
the Warden or Directors in the inattf r ; had 
conversed with them on the subject, but did 
not think it was until after the bill had been 
introduced. Was of the opinion that the 
measure was constitutional. 
Witness was 
interrogated in 
reference 
to 
the 
pur­ 
chase of lauds from 
David Porter by 
tho Prison Directors for brick yards. 
Tho 
land had been bought for 8300 an acre ; he 
had advocated &u appropriation for that pur­ 
pose, in the Legislature; was attorney for 
Porter in the transaction, and was bis legal 
adviser in other matters. 
He thought the 
land had been purchased for a reasonable 
price. The testimony of Mr. Seira was in­ 
terrupted by that of 


J . D. FARRELL, 
A saloon keeper, who had sold liquor to Shel­ 
don, ai before related above. He did not 
think that Mr. Ellis knew that Sheldon owed 
him for liquor. 
Had commenced writing a 
receipt for Sheldon after being paid the in­ 
debtedness, but refused, on account of tha 
impudence of Sheldon. 
H a! sold liquors to 
convicts ; was never informeJ by the prison 
authorities that such tales were contrary to 
law, but once, and that was by the Captain 
of the Guard of a former administration. 
William H. Sears, recalled—Was the au­ 
thor of the bill making an appropriation to the 
State Prison for the establishment of a jute 
manufactory ; took an interest in prison m at­ 
ters ; bad stndied 
but little on reforma­ 
tory prisonB, and was not prepared to state 
by what system reformatio i oould be best 
effected. 
Had known Warden Ames for 
fifteen years ; had never seen him intoxica­ 
ted ; had drank with him on two occasions ; 
once the Warden drank congress water and 
one; cider. 
DONALD SOUTHERLAND, 
Foreman ia the prison shops for J . C. John­ 
son & Co., was called by the Commission. 
Had worked in the prison for seventeen years. 
Formerly had been in the employ of Stone & 
Ilaydon 33 general manager. 
He had be­ 
tween fifty and s’x'y convicts under bis 
charge, whom he paid fifty cents a day after 
they had been a certain length of time at tho 
business. 
He was of the opinion that prison 
discipline was as good cow as under past ad- 
mini jtrations. 
Pending 
the 
further ex­ 
amination of Southerland, 


WILLIAM IRVINE 
Was sworn for the defense and testified that 
he ha! known W aidsn Ames for seveial 
years, and for the last three years intim ately; 
had seen him under a variety of circumstances, 
in the jiolitical canvass, in Court proceedings, 
at eating and drinking places, and at Lis own 
house, and had never seen him under the in­ 
fluence of liquor. 
He had known him to 
drink wiue and other intoxicants, but had 
never seen him drink twice on ths same occa­ 
sion.

PRISON LABOR 
Was only half as valuable as free labor when 
compulsory ; when compensated in any de­ 
gree for their labor, however, they did more 
work, and he knew some convicts equal in 
capacity to free men. It was the habit of 
contractors to cive convicts a premium on 
goo! work. Under some previous administra­ 
tions compensation 
in 
money bad not 
been permitted, but the prisoners had always 
received tobacco for their services. 
Even 
this had a tendency to increase the value cf 
their labor. Witness had not much confi­ 
dence in the c-fEcacy of moral instruction 
upon convicts; they were inclined to eccut 
at religion ; if separated from each other, 
this might not be the case. 
The influ­ 
ence 
of 
labor 
he 
ontidered 
benefi­ 
cial. 
IieI’giou3 
teachings 
alone, 
with­ 
out 
work, 
would, 
in 
the 
majority 
of cases make prisoners worse when they left 
the penitentiary than when they entered it. 
Moral instruction, combined with labor, 
might exert some beneficial effect. 
Witness 
had known of convicts who pretended to have 
been converted, but tho majority of such 
prisoners had returned to prison after their 
discharge, and he doubted that their regener­ 
ation was real. 
Most criminals did not ex­ 
hibit any conception of religious principles. 
As a class they were 


NOT ILLITERATE. 
Nearly all could read, and were fond of read­ 
ing. 
He thought prison libraries exerted a 
good influence. 
Men who entered prison 
when under 23 years of age were rarely re­ 
formed, and generally were convicted of a 
second offense. Had known cases of older 
men who seemed to have undergone a gen­ 
uine reformation ; he also remembered case» 
of convicts who had led honest lives for three 
or four years after their discharge, and then 
reoffended. 
They 
attribute 
their 
fall 
in 
most 
cases 
to 
the 
influence 
of 
other 
criminals. 
Many prisoners 
have 
been discharged whom he had never seen 
again, but it was probable that they had left 
the State and had been incarcerated in other 
penal institutions. 
He thought it likely that 
other States also contributed their quota to 
the criminal population of this State. Men 
who have been convtctel of burglary, and 
then discharged, were generally, reincarcer­ 
ated for burglary. 


CRIME IS DIVIDED INTO DIFFERENT CLASSES, 
And criminals of one class rarely chan;e to 
another. Thus a man convicto 1 of &* age- 
robbery would keep on robbing s'ages, and a 
forger would keep on forging. W ith persons 
convicted of manslaughter and offenses which 
might be the result of violent ebullitions of 
passion it was different, and the man who in 
the first instance n as confined for an assault 
to murder mig’.t le convicted the second 
time for some other crime. This would prob­ 
ably be the resilt cf prison association. As •

Tbe intelligence brought by the whaling 
bark Thomas I’ope cot-corning tbe missing 
whalers Wollaston and Vigilant appears to 
have been accepted by the Captain of the 
“ ope as proof positive of their loss. 
B at it 
must be remembered th at he has really no 
evidence bob the confused and often un­ 
trustw orthy statem ents of the Northern 
1 nidiaus. 
They say they found two vessels 
driftiug about in the ice ; that on boarding 
them they found several corpses on deck ; 
that they brought away some money and 
thcr things ; but th at during the night 
the ships drifted oat of reach, and nothing 
more could be learned concerning them. 
! coarse this story may be true, but it 
will not do to give up the whole crews of 
both vessel' for lo3t upon no more specific 
evidence. 
It is possible that the majority 
cr the crews may have escaped. 
It is pos­ 
sible that they v.-<re rescued by the Jean­ 
nette, and taken away by her. 
It is pos­ 
sible that the vessels boarded by the Indi­ 
ans may not have been the Wollaston and 
.'igilant. And lastly it is possible that the 
Indians have been romancing. 
It is very 
-veil known that these people do at times 
Invent the mo3t remarkable stories. 
It 
rill be remembered that some of them 
told stories about Sir John Franklin and 
his men which subsequent explorations 
shewed to have been pure fiction. 
The 
truth is that when they understand just 
-■/hat kind of information the white men 
are looking for, they think it a s irto f 
duty to oblige them as far as possible, and 
0 when they do not really know any thing 
they draw ou th cirimaginations. This habit 
1 the Indians must bo borne in t. ind 
continually, or serious mistakes will be 
wade. 
In the present case it does cot ap­ 
pear that they showed the Captain of the 
I’ope a n y of the articles w hich they claimed 
to h&\ o taken from (he castaway vessels, 
y et they should lin e produced those pieces 
cf evidence if their story was true. <>a the 
whole, therefore, though it must be ad­ 
mitted that the loss of the whalers is ex­ 
trem ely probable, it would not tie justi- 
fi.able to assume it too confidently upon the 
strength of the i'ope’sinformation. Indian 
Btories nay be full of details, and yet not 
iie true, and we hope that it is the case 
hero, 


WHO l i TO REPAIR THEM? 


Colonel Mendell says that the brush 
dams ought to l>e repaired at once. 
That 
if they are not repaired nothing can pre­ 
vent the further destruction of the livers 
and valley lands by the debris now in the 
mountains. 
This debris cannot be affected 
or held back by injunctions. 
It is beyond 
the jurisdiction of Courts, ar.d the most 
intrepid and confident fue-huntcrs cannot 
arrest its descent. 
Colonel Mended says 
there is enough of it to destroy/ ad the val­ 
ley lands if it is not held back. 
Next 
w inter will bring quantities of it down, no 
-ratter how many suits are instituted 
n-ainst the hydra die miners. 
As the 
Drainage Act has been practically discarded, 
and as th ire arc cowhore any funds where­ 
w ith to íepair the dams, and as the /arm­ 
ors and the valley cauntifh are spending all 
their available irea is upon litigation, it is 
an interesting and important question what 
's to be done about the. dams. 
W e have 
here a danger about which there is no 
doubt, and yet which cannot be met or 
averted by litigation. 
But litigation is de­ 
clared t ' be the one and cnly lecourse of 
the r a id in ’* of the valley, a id the fee 
hunting lawyers have pretended that it 
would euro everything. 
Here is what it 
w ill not cure, and what, more; ver, there 
appears to be no cure provided for. 
Per­ 
haps a few more suits, accompanied by fat 
retainers, w juid sulw the proulem. 


I t seems to us that no language can be 
too btroDg to characterize the disgraceful 
attitude of Conkling and hi3 henchmen at 
Albany. 
I t has been literally forced upon 
the attention and understanding of the 
country th at these men are now holding 
out for no other reason than because they 
thick the President may yet die, and that 
his death will change the situation. 
And 
this is the opinion to which the most con­ 
servative journals have been reluctantly 
driven. 
The so called “ stalw art” papers 
may try to assume an appearance of virtu­ 
ous indignation over the charge, b at it is 
scarcely necessary to point out th at the 
delicacy of those who are capable of ap 
proving Conkling's course is far too nearly 
an unknown quality to render tbc-ir judg­ 
ment of any value in the premises. 
Here 
is w bat the New York Evening Post—cer­ 
tainly not a reckless or unscrupulous 
journal—says of 
the Albany situation :

I t seems to us that a man 
“ with even a trace of proper pride would 
“ refuse to countenance the state of affairs 
“ at Albany, even if he was wholly free 
“ from responsibility for bringing it about

“ the tight is simply indecent. 
He L dow s, 
“ everybody knows, th at he has but to 
“ give the word and the body-guard of 
“ members of tho Legislature who have

“ will be held, and before sunset two Sena- 
“ tor3 will be chosen for the State of New 
"Y ork. 
He refuses to give tiie word. 
“ W hat bu t coarse insensibility and a 
“ mean and narrow egotism which is nt- 
“ terly inconsistent with w orthy pride 
“ seals his lips?” 
The same journal says further that while 
the anxiety concerning the state of the 
President i : universal, and almost as uni­ 
versally humane and unselfish, “ there ¡3 a 
“ single notorious and shameful exception. 
“ In one place—fortunately only one place 
“ from Maine to California—interest in the 
“ question whether the President will live 
“ or die turns on the probable effect of the 
“ event upon a vicious and vulgar struggle 
“ for the spoils of office. 
* W ait and 6ee,’ 
“ say these party- machinists, stool-pig- 
“ eous, bribe-givcrs and peeping Toms, 
“ ‘ what happens at the W ashington bed- 
“ ‘ side. 
If the President gets up again 
“ ‘our schemes for gaining favor with a 
“ ‘ new Administration will miscarry. 
If 
“ ‘ A rthur comes in it behooves us to 
“ ‘ stand ready to worship the rising sun.’ 
“ And so they protract the disgusting con- 
“ test and hurriedly open their telegraph 
“ envelopes, not in sympathy with the 
“ pitiful case of the strong man suddenly 
“ struck down by a dastardly bullet, but 
“ with trembling anxiety as to the votes 
“ they have already- cast in Joint Conven- 
“ tion, and perplexity as to the votes they 
“ shall hereafter cast.” There can be no 
doubt th at this is the true view of the 
“ stalw art ” situation at Albany, and it is 
the most infamous and disgusting exhibi­ 
tion cf political brutality and meanness 
the country has ever witnessed. 
And Conkling thinks it no shame to tell 
the public at such a juncture that he 
“ will never surrender.” Dees the man 
think th at his revolting and indecent 
egotism is concealed from the eyes of his 
fellows ? 
Have they forgotten how he de­ 
clared th at he had decided on “ murder 
“ in preference to suicide,” and how awfully 
significant these words have been made 
to appear by subsequent events? He is 
waiting now, like a vulture, for the issue 
of the President's wound. 
He has been 
determined from the lirst to take every 
advantage of that execrable deed. 
His 
only public remarks on the event were 
devoted to a moat indecent and fulsome 
eulogy of A rthur, and a half-contemptuous 
reference to the possible death of the 
President. 
I t would be impossible for any 
public man to behave worse than Le ba3 
behaved since the assassination, and at 
this moment he is still clirging to the 
poorly-disguised 
hope 
riiat G uitteau’s 
bullet may afier all make A rthur Presi­ 
dent. 
Unfortunately there is no room left for 
doubt on this head. 
I t is by this time 
certain that the maintenance of the dead­ 
lock since the shooting of the President 
has been due entirely to this abominable 
speculation. 
The signs of demoralization 
which 
have 
recently appeared in the 
“ sta lw art” ranks have been caused by 
the steadily favorable accounts of the 
President’s condition. 
W ere it absolutely 
certain th at lie would recover there would 
occur a stampede at Albany. 
Should his 
case take a turn for the worse we should 
expect to seethe “ stalw arts” recover their 
solidity. 
They and their leader are liter­ 
ally gambling upon the President’s life, 
and it is an atrocious proceeding. It shows 
to what a depth of degradation politics 
may be carried by the kind of men who 
are brought to the surface by the spoils 
system. 
It would be a gro33 calumny to 
say that Conkling’s henchmen at Albany 
are typical Americans. 
They a:c nothing 
of the kind. 
They belong to the vile venal 
brood th at Í3 hatched out by that system 
which Conkling lives and breathes through. 
They are the products of the “ machine,” 
ar.d their present conduct should serve to 
convince all self-respecting men th at the 
system which produces such vermin must 
be destroyed. 
It is evident also that neither Conkling 
nor hi3 wretched followers possess the faint- 
e t sense of propriety or even decency. 
They carry on their detestable speculations 
upon the President's chances of life as 
coolly and methodically as though they 
were engaged in a perfectly honorable and 
even praiseworthy occupation. 
It is such 
cattle th at tho rpoils system puts in public 
life, and makes legislators and Congressmen 
and Senators out of. 
Conkling himself is 
a living proof of the brutality and shame­ 
lessness which may be engendered even in 
an educated man by constaut manipulation 
of and dependence upon the “ machine,” 
but r.o worse specimens of “ machine” poli­ 
tics than his followers at Albany have ever 
been exhibited, and it is to be hoped that 
their outrageous conduct will move tho na­ 
tion to deal justice upon the system which 
is responsible for them.

One 
of the latest and at the same time most 
serious stattm ents is to the effect that 
circumscribed 
peritonitis 
has 
set 
in. 
Now it must be understood th at the 
phrase 
“ circumscribed” is 
only used 
in this connection to indicate th at the 
inflammation is for the moment partial. 
Cut this is always the case. 
W hen peri- 
tonit¡3 appears as tbe result of a wound 
in the abdomen, it naturally appears first 
in the neighborhood of the wound. 
But 
a3 a rule it spreads with great rapidity, 
and in many, if not in most cases, it ulti­ 
mately involves the entire lining of the 
abdominal cavity. 
The President appears 
to be weaker now than he has been at any 
time since he was shot, and it is at this 
juncture that peritonitis appears. 
The 
situation appears to us to be extremely 
grave, and we do not think the physicians 
really feel the confidence in his recovery 
which they rather infer than express in their 
bulletins. 
A very discouraging indication 
iudeed is the apparently increasing indif­ 
ference of the patient. 
For several days 
he manifested a resolution which was of 
i'self half the battle, but latterly he seems 
to have fallen into a semi-apathetic con­ 
dition, and to have ceased to care greatly 
how his case terminates. This apathy may 
be partly induced by the morphine, but it 
is none the less alarming. 
The determi­ 
nation not to give up is in such cases as 
his more jnfiuential than anything medical 
men 
can do, and if he abandons the 
struggle they will have but a poor pros­ 
pect of bringing him through it. 


ITALY AND FRANGE. 


The withdrawal of General CialJini, 
the Italian Embassador at Paris, and the 
accompanying statem ent that no one will be 
sent to take his place, looks ominous. 
It 
is scarcely possible th at Italy can contém­ 
plate the permanent cessation of diplo­ 
matic relations with France if at the same 
time she anticipates a continuance of 
peace with th at country. 
The withdrawal 
of her Embassador at this 
particular 
juncture seems especially significant, and 
it appears to indicate th at the quar­ 
rel has really proceeded much further 
than had been supposed. 
Of course it is 
possible th at the statem ent about not re­ 
placing General Cialdini is unauthorized, 
in which case the significance of his re­ 
moval would be greatly diminished. 
Rat 
in the notoriously strained relations exist­ 
ing between the two countries it is diffi­ 
cult to believe th at such a step is not a 
forecast of coming events. 


THE STORY OF ’frVE LOST WHALERS. 
The following is the story of tho lost 
whalers Vigilant and Mt. Wollaston, as told 
by the Captain of the Thomas Pope, just ar­ 
rived from the Arctic : Just as he was ready 
to come out of the Arctic he met and gam­ 
moned the hark l’rot-reis, and from Captain 
Frederick Barker, her commander, he gained 
the Btartliug intelligence that natives on the 
coast to the eastward of East Cape had seen 
the Mount Wollaston and Vigilant. 
In the 
fall of l{jG8 Captain Barker had keen w recked 
in his ship, the Japan, 011 East Cape, and 
was obliged to winter among the natives. 
During that time he had become conversant 
with the native language, and it was from the 
chief.in whose tribe he had spent that winter 
that he learned tidings of the missing 
whalers. 
According to their story—and it 
was told very circumstantially—the natives 
on East Capo had learned from natives living 
in the viunity of Kaloutchin Bay, that last 
season they saw two whale ships in the shore 
ice, one about 110 miles to the eastward of 
East Cape and the other 80 miles. They had 
been 011 bcaid the former, which they had 
described at having a pair of deer horns upon 
the end of iier flying libboom. 
This renders 
it certain that the vca.-el was the Vigilant, 
33 no other vessel ¡11 the whaling fleet had 
any such distinctive feature. 
The vessel had 
been stove in forward by the ice, and filled 
with water, which caused her to keel over 
ou her -ide, and the had .settled down for­ 
ward. 
On the deck they found the bodies 
of three n:en inboxi ?. 
They said the bodies 
had swollen and then hurst open, showing 
that they had evidently been frozen to death 
during the w inter of 1879 SO, and the heat of 
the succeeding summer had caused the frozen 
corpses to swell and afterwards burst. 
The 
boxe*, as they called them, Captain Barker 
took to mean wo >den shelters which they 
had made upon the deck to keep ; ff the 
severity of the winter cold, 
i t is believed 
that the rest of the crew to k t ) the ico and 
perished before reaching shore, as had thi-y 
ever landed there is no doubt but that the 
natives along the coast would have seen and 
succored them. 
The latter, however—the 
Tchuktches—rep rt that no white people 
have been sien on their coast since the “ b-g 
steamer” 
(Prole.sor Norden.kj Id’s ship 
Vega) wintered in Kaloutchin bay, the year 
before the whalers were lost. 
“ Yon are sure the ship you saw was not a 
steamer?” asked Captain Barker. 
“ No,” replied the old chief, and making a 
motion with his hand, he told how she had 
no screw to stir up anJ make the water white. 
The natives found a sack tilled with money 
iu the gangway, as if it had been dropped 
hurriedly, a spy-glass, with 
the 
glasses 
broken, a bomb gnn, several bomb lances 
and a fowling-piece. These they brought on 
shore, and still have in their possession. 
Captain Barker says that he judged from 
w hat the chief told him that they hail super­ 
! 1 t'tious fears t.i remain 1 rg in the vicinity ; f 
i the corpses, and ro left hurriedly, intending 
1 to visit the wreck the following day with a 
; large number of tht-ir companions and bring 
' off some more plunder. That night, how- 
evtr, the wind came on to blow from the 
south, and by mi ruing the ice and ship had 
I moved 1 ff shore, and to board lver again was 
i.ot p .f i'le. The Mi tint Wollaston had also 
been driven off shore. As soon as the news 
oí the terrible fate which had overtaken the 
crews of tho tw > vessels was made known to 
Captain Baik-r, lie coran unicated it to Cap­ 
tain Hooper of the Corwin, and he at once 
directed t.is first officer to take two dog sleds 
and a suitable number of men and natives 
and proceed eastward along the coast to the 
point where the Vigilant was seeD, and ob­ 
tain what further tidings he could, and at. 
least gain possession of the relics brought on 
shore. 
This in brief is all that is known of the 
fate of the poor fellows. 
The last seen of the 
Monnt Wollaston and Vigilant was on the 
10th of October, 187‘J, when they parted 
company with the Helen Mar in latitude 71° 
50' north, longitude 173' 4V west. 
Two days 
after that the Mercury, which was cloee to 
the Helen Mar, was abandoned, and the 
crew came on board of the latter. 


THE CONDITIO* OF TEE

believi that the prison exerted a reformatory 
influence. 
UR CHACHAN RECALLED. 
Mr. Chapm an w as here recalled and testi­ 
fied that he had been opposed to the election 
of Warden Ames. 
When a canvass of the 
Board revealed the tact that Ames had 
he m ajority of votes, t ha witness, doubting 
Ames' efficiency or competency for the posi­ 
tion. trked him if he would be willing to al­ 
low 1 '¡rectors to name other officers of the 
prison. Ames replied that with exception of 
the front-gate keeper, which he considered 
the key to the position, he would be happy 
to do so, always reserving to himself the 
right to appoint other men in case those 
chosen by the Board were not suitable. This 
arrar cement was satisfactory, and Mr. Ames 
w as elected Warden. 
DR. WILLIAM II. M’NL'TT, 
A Prison Director, was called by the Com- 
ir.ie.sii n. 
He testified that it had been re­ 
ported on the street that Ames had promised 
placee in the prison in the event of his elec­ 
tion. 
Hearing of this, tho Board sent for 
Ames, and asked him if he had promised any 
position. 
He said no. He was then asked 
if he were willing to select at the advice of 
the Board. 
He said he preferred to consult 
with the Board in making appointments for 
gub irdlnate offices, but in matters pertaining 
to the interest of the prison he wished to re­ 
serve the final decision. Witness had never 
seen Warden Ames under the influence of 
liquor. During tho first years of Ames’ ad­ 
ministration witness, doubting his efficiency, 
had called at the prison often unexpectedly. 
He had reached the conclusion that Ames was 
entirely qualified to fill the position, and dur­ 
ing the last three or four monthB witness had 
visited the prison 
less frequently. 
He 
thought he would have known it if Ames had 
been a clinking man. 
Reconsidered himself 
a good judge ; he visited that kind of people 
every day and couldn’t be deceived, although 
they often tried to deceive him. Had an in­ 
strument case made by prison labor. This 
case was put down in the statement of H art­ 
well as being worth $150. Witness said he 
would like to get $25 for it. 
Question—You paid what you thought it 
was worth 
Answer—“ I paid a little more, I think ; 
I don't want any more prison labor for my­ 
self." He thought the sanitary condition of 
the prison was very fair. 
Doctor Cary had 
spoken to him about hot baths, and another 
kitchen for the hospital, but he had deemed 
neither of ihese suggestions practicable. In 
reference to the jute manufactory, he said he 
th .ught it would be profitable to the State; 
the Board had studied the subject thoroughly 
before deciding to inaugurate tha enterprise, 
and had concluded to manufacture jute, bear­ 
ing in mind that it would not iuteiferc wilb 
free labor. 
The machinery had been pur­ 
chased at Leeds, England ; the boiler and en­ 
gines were being manufactured in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
MR. CHAPMAN AGAIN. 
Mr. Chapman was recalled, and testified 
that he had ordered a cabinet made at the 
prison, for which he had paid in full. He 
thought the price was $32. His wife had 
received an aquarium frera Mrs. Ames, 
for w hich he had not paid, although he should 
have preferred to do so. Commissioner Mills 
here read a statement taken from the books 
of the Assessor of Marin county, whieh 
showed that the tract of land, part of which 
constituted fifty-two acres purchased by the 
Board for $3C0 an acre, had been assessed in 
187$ for $28 an acre. 
Witness stated that the land could not be 
bought for less. 
W. T. Coleman had refused 
to take less than $500 per acre for land of 
similar character. Speaking of the jute fac­ 
tory he said that the plant was $100,000 ; 
$50,000 worth of material bad been boug'ht 
in, and the contract for building boilers and 
engines had been awarded to Prescott, Scott 
k Co., of San Francisco. The Board had 
advertised for 
proposals, 
and bad 
re­ 
ceived specifications of iliffetent engines 
manufactured 
by 
different 
foundries, 
with the 
i rices t’ ercf ir. 
Those 
man­ 
ufactured by Biescott, Fcott & Co., had 
bren mrst satisfactory, and although the 
pri:e was not lower than ti at of other 
f uadrymon, the Beard had concluded that 
from this foundry it would receive more value 
for the money tLaa from any other, and in 
oonecyience had awarded the contract to 
that firm without advertising for bids. The 
B o.rd had considered the subject of utilizing 
the water-power at the Folsom prison for the 
jute history, but in consequence of a defect 
in the contract with the Xatoma W ater Com­ 
pany, had decided to employ steam a3 a mo­ 
tive power at San Quentin. They calculated 
to o-e 500 convicts in the factory, and in­ 
timated 
that 
they 
could 
manufacture 
bags for five and a half cents apiece. 
This was exclusive of labor, which would be 
free. 
Bags imported from ludia erst, in­ 
i'¡ding duty and freight, 8) cents apiece. 
The Board had taLen the competition of In ­ 
dia into c nsideration before deciding to em­ 
bark in tho enterprise. During the testimcny 
' f Mr. Chapman a l ng discussion took

Vh* Prison Directors assured the Commission 
that ail these matters had been duly weighed 
by them before proceeding with the project. 
Tne Commission adjourned at 4:50 r. m., 
to meet i t San Qnenliu to-morrow morning 
on the arrival of the Pan Francisco boat.

LIVELY BOUT BETWEEN LAWYEES

S a n F r a n c isc o , July 13th.—The Board of 
Railroad Commissioners met this afternoon 
and resumed consideration of the petition of 
El Dorado county in regard to the non-opera­ 
tion of the Sacramento and Placerviile Rail­ 
road from Folsom to Shingle Springs. 
Mr. Cadwalader presented a communica­ 
tion from Louis McI.ane, the Receiver of the 
road,in which the latter set forth that having 
been appointed Receiver by Judge Hunt, of 
Department 5 of the Superior Court, he was 
therefore an officer of the Court, and could 
only be guided by such orders as the 
Court might make, aud the property in 
his charge could only be managed, operated, 
disposed of or controlled, by orders of the 
Court 
He was however, perfectly willing 
to give any and all information to the Com­ 
missioners that they might desire. 
Burch said that in so far as Receivers of a 
railroad are concerned, the Board has juris­ 
diction, aud under the law is invested with 
judicial powers. 
If the Board has no power 
to enforce its findings it could appeal to the 
State Courts. 
He then read the petition of 
the 
residents 
of 
El 
Dorado 
county, 
setting forth that the failure to oper­ 
ate 
that 
portion 
of 
the 
road 
re­ 
ferred to was seriously injuring the inter­ 
ests of the county, and praying that some­ 
thing be done by the Board to hcve the road 
in operation. 
Ih e answer of the Sacramento and Placer- 
ville Railroad Company to the interrogatives 
addressed by the Board was then read. It 
set forth that the road ceased to operate on 
the 28th of February last, in cocsequenco of 
Judge H unt’s order appointing a Receiver 
for that portion of the road between Folsom 
and Shingle Springs. 
It had previously been 
operated in connection with other portions of 
the road, and could not be run at a profit 
by the Receiver as an independent road. 
The company had offered to run the road 
until the Receiver was prepared to operate it. 
The non-operation of the road tends to injure 
the rails and other property. 
Mr. Burch suggested that the taking of 
testimony be commenced. 
Mr. Cadwalader said that it was a very 
simple matter, and that almost anyone could 
make a statement of it, which would be all 
that was necessary for the Board. 
Mr. Burch, who had been somewhat nettled 
over several little sarcasms by Mr. Cad­ 
walader, replied that they proposed to submit 
testimony to tiie Board upon which he could 
base its conclusions, and they did not propose 
to accept any statement made by anyone. 
.T. W. Sanderson was then sworn, and tes­ 
tified that he is attorney for the Sacramento 
and Placerviile Kailroad. 
In response to a 
letter from Judge Irwin of El Dorado county, 
the company had agreed to operated the road 
until such time as the Receiver was prepared 
todo so, in case that Judge Hunt should 
modify his order made in the case of Kettle 
against the road so as to allow them to do so. 
He is the attornej* for all the railroads iu 
which Governor Stanford, Charles Crocker 
and C. P. Huntington are principal owners 
and managers. 
He is not retained by the 
other roads, but is by the Central Pacific. 
He could not say who the Directors of the 
Sacramento and Placerviile Railroad are, bnt 
he knew that Leiand Stanford is President 
of it. In answer to questions by Mr. Cad­ 
walader, he stated that the company had 
never agreed to operate the road and account 
to the Receiver. 
It was willing to operate it 
for its own benefit, and to accommodate the 
people of that section, but it would not re­ 
cognize the Receiver, and if there were any 
profits in operating the road, which was ex­ 
tremely improbable, they proposed to take 
them themselves. 
Mr. Cadwalader wanted to know why 
Judge Sanderson had censured Judge Cope, 
who appeared for the railroad in the suit of 
Kittie against the company. 
Judge Sanderson said that he had not cen­ 
sured him, but had instructed him that there 
would be no compromise whatever with the 
Receiver or anybody else. 
Mr. Cadwaladerwanted to know why there 
could not be a compromise, and Judge San­ 
derson replied that it was because he regarded 
tho suit as an outrage and a blackmailing af­ 
fair, and they proposed to fight it to the bit­ 
ter end. 
He then questioned Judge Sander­ 
son about the bonds held by Kittle, which 
occasioned the first suit and resulted in the 
appointment of a receiver, and said : “ Sup­ 
pose you folks had succeeded in repudiating 
these bonds, and tha road had been run, 
would yon not have secured the profits of the 
road made during the time the receiver was 
acting ?” 
Answer—We don’t 
repudiate anything 
that’s honest, and I am not here to give yon 
legal advice. 
Judge Sanderson said that Cadwalader had 
been endeavoring to cast a cloud upon the 
compauy, and make things appear that were 
not matters rf fact, he desired to make a 
statement in regard to (he bonds that so much 
had been said about. 
The statute authorizes 
railroads companies to issue bonds covered by 
a mortgage, to obtain funds to construct the 
road; but the statuteg also say that such 
mortgage must be made by the unanimous 
consent of the Directors of such road. Such 
hail cot been the case in regard to tho bonds 
referred to. 
Mr. Cadwalader objected to Judge San­ 
derson’s making a speech, hut his objection 
was overruled. 
He then requested the short­ 
hand reporter of the Board to ncte the fact 
that Judge Sanderson, while on the witness 
stand, had. insisted on making a speech which 
has no connection with the case. 
Judge Sanderson continued, and stated 
that the first mortgage bonds issued by the 
Placerviile and Sacramento Railroad Com­ 
pany were invalid, and the bonds issued 
under the second mortgage were all correct. 
Messrs. Stanford, Crocker and Huntington, 
the present owners of the road, had bought 
the road in good faith under the second mort­ 
gage. 
Mr. Cadwalader wanted to know if the 
bonds were not issued to pay for the iron on 
the road. 
* 
The witness replied that he supposed it was 
the case. They were issued to construct tbe 
road. 
' The Commissioners finally succeeded in In­ 
ducing Mr. Cadwalader to refrain from pat­ 
ting the question any more. 
Mr. Cadwalader—Where did the iron come 
from J 
Judge Sanderson—I don’t know of my own 
knowledge, but I heard rumors. 
Cadwalader—Don’t you know that it was 
stolen from the road betweon Folsom and 
Auburn? 
Sanderson—I heard tumors, as every one 
else did at the time. Probably the bonds 
were issued to Robinson for this iron; bnt 
this was before the present owners of the 
road had any interest in it. 
Judge Sanderson became vexed at Mr, 
Cadwalader’s repeated questions, and al­ 
though the Commissioners were abont to cut 
the examination short, he said, '* I ’ll cut this 
short myself. You can’t bulldose me, Cad­ 
walader. I shall not answer ary more of 
your questions, unless directed to do so by 
the Board. Yon only ask them in pursuit of 
your usual impertinence.” 
Cadwalader—I move th at the last part of 
that answer, relating to toy impertinence, be 
strkken out. 


Sanderson—You can strike out the words 
but net the fact. 
Judge Sanderson explained that when he 
said tha suit against the railroad was a black­ 
mailing one, he had the R d ins; n bonds, and 
not tbs Kittle bonds, in his mind. 
Mr. Cadwalader, at the conclusion of the 
session, apologized for anything ha might 
have said hastily.
